to incur the expenditure from their 
own funds or on their own credit 
necessary to give through rail con- 
nection with West Kootenay. It 
may be said that as the government 
only pays the subsidy per mile it 
makes no difference to it whether 
this link in the line is constructed or 
not. They only pay for what they 
get. But that is not a -fact. The 
reason for subsidizing the railway at 
all was to secure all rail connection 
through our own country between 
Eastern Canada and Kootenay, both 
east and west. It was that the dis- 
advantages of nature might be over- 
come as completely as possible that 
the road was subsidized at all. It 
was to replace the amphibious route 
by way of Revelstoke, and by giving 
the most speedy, complete and direct 
communication between west and east 
to enable Canadian producers and 
dealers to benefit by the development 
of the Kootenay, against their com- 
petitors, the United States. An 
amphibious route by way of the 
Crow’s Nest pass was not the under- 
standing. It was not the bargain. 
It will not meet the case. Possibly 
the bargain contains a loophole where- 
by the railway company can escape 
the building of this piece of road 
until it suits their convenience to 
build it, but if so the people of Canada 
have been tricked and defrauded out 
of their money to a certain extent. 
There was mothing about a mixed 
route being adequate contained in the 
Globe’s editorials on this subject, or 
in the representations made to parlia- 
ment. Quite the contrary. Is it to 
be understood that the much vaunted 
bargain with the C. P. R. is only 
binding in so far as it suits the 
company? 

There may be another point involv- 
ed in this suggested failure of the 
company to push the completion of 
their line. Possibly there might be 
demands made for running powers 
by other roads, to refuse which under 
the terms of the bargain might lead 
to unpleasantness. But when the 
road is not completed the actual 
difficulty of exercising running powers 
is probably a sufficient protection to 
the company. When the road was 
being boomed for a subsidy it was 
all for the advantage of the public. 
Now that the subsidy has been grab- 
bed, the interests of the company are

use this is found to run from two to 
three pounds to the acre, much less 
than last year, which averaged four 
pounds. The difference is partly in 
the twine running more yards to the 
pound,partly in the straw not being so 


coarse and leafy as last year, and | 


partly the crop is not so universally 
heavy, particularly in the case of the 
oats. Wheat is expected to yield well 
up to last year’s returns, and is a 
good even crop of excellent sample. 
The oat crop varies more than that of 
wheat. Some fields being extra good 
and others being poor. About 75 per 
cent. of the wheat is cut, and a good 
start has been made on the oats. 
Stony Plain is furthest ahead and the 
Sturgeon a close second. Late crops 
are coming on wonderfully well and if 
frost keeps oft until Sept. 15th or 
20th, many fields that were given up 
for gone early in the season will re- 
turn a handsome yield. The hailed out 
strip north of the Morinville, Sturgeon 
and Fort Saskatchewan settlements 
has recovered wonderfully and the 
crop that was given up as an absolute 
loss is in many cases now being cut. 
Drilled crop is coming in earlier and 
is heavier and more even than that 
sown broad cast, although for a time 
during the growing season when there 
were light showers the broadcast sown 
showed more rapid improvement than 
the drilled c1op. The drilled grain 
grew from the start, being rooted 
further down where it was not affect- 
ed by the drying out of the surface, 
as the broadcast grain was. Although 
slow it was more sure, and having 
started sooner ripened earlier. The 
average yield of wheat is variously 
placed at 25, 30 and 35 bushels per 
acre. The average of oats is a very 
doubtful question. Some crops being 
very heavy and some very light. 
Barley is a good crop all around, but 
there is very little of it. Taking one 
consideration with another an average 
all around of 30 bushels to the acre 
should be well within the mark. 
Estimating 180,000 pounds of twine, 
running 24 pounds to the acre and the 
yield at 30 bushels would place the 
crop of the district at 2,160,000 bush- 
els of grain. This is considerably in 
excess of last year, due to the in- 
creased acreage. Of course something 
depends on the full ripening of the 
very late oats, which again depends 
on the weather of the next ten days. 
But enough of the crop is now ripe 
and cut te ensure a large export of 
excellent grain from the Edmonton 
district—that is the section of country

YUKON LIQUOR. 


F. W. G. Haultain, speaging in the 
Territorial assembly regarding liquor in 
the Yukon and the expedition of 
Messrs. Bulyea and Dodd to that dis- 
trict to regulate its sale said : 


He (Mr. Haultain) took the ground 
that ali retailing of liquor was absolute 
ly illegal,—that the permit to import 
liquor conferred no right to deleyate 
privileges of retail sale. Mr. Bulyea 
went in to prohibit or regulate such 
sale. Every keeper was to be compel- 
led to come under the regulations of 
the Territorial government. It was de- 


cided to empower Mr. Bulyea to as- | 


Sociate with him as a board of com- 
missioners certain residents of the 
district. He did associate himself with 
Supt. Constantine, of the N. W. M. Es, 
and Mr. McGregor, a federal official. 
This board, on the ground and informed 
as to actual conditions, under authority 
of the executive council, framed regula- 
tions. The retail. license-fee was fixed 
at $2,000 per year, and. certain accom- 
modations for were made a 
necessary condition. to obtaining a 
license. Hours were defined; sale on 
Sunday was prohibited: Certain ar- 
rangements of bars were specified, and 
gambling in bars forbidden, He did 
not anticipate that there would be any 
Serious argument in that house for 
total prehibition with such wide 
opportunities for smuggling * * +# 
* * It was certain that the financial 
results had proved satisfaciory. He 
regretted to have to say that it appear- 
ed from reports which were fully cor- 
roborated by published interviews with 
Mr. Walsh, our commissioner had not 
been supported as he should have been 
by federal officers. It appeared that 
Mr. Walsh, who was sent to the Yukon 
a8 Dominion commissioner clothed 
with very large and vague powers, had 
actually told the people that Mr. 


Bulyea had no right to be there. It 


actually appeared that this gentleman, 
while the chief officer of government— 
a sort of plenipotentiary in fact—and 


charged preeminently with the duty | Si 


of enforcing law, undertook to openly 
urge, support, and encourage breaches 
of law which was as much aad as truly 
the law of the Yukon as of the North- 
west Territories. He would like to 
give prominence to this most extraor- 
cdinary incident, and he would like, if 
he had opportunity in some other and 
more appropriate place, to congratulate 
the country and the Dominion govern- 
ment upon the fact that about the time 
of the occurrence of that extraordinary 
incident Major Walsh’s usefulness in 
his position in the Yukon seemed 
suddenly to have ceased. He was 
leaving the country, and if his conduct 
in this particular could be taken as an 
indication of his ordinary attitude, he 
could not leave the country too soon.

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THE JOHNSTONE PARTY. 


M. E. Welch,of Detroit, who return- 
ed on Monday from Findlay river, was 
one of a party of five, formed in De- 
troit to prospect in the country be- 
tween the Liard and Pelly. The other 
meibers of the party were Messrs, A. 
E. Johnstone, W. B. Wark, —. Bill- 
ings and Schultz. They left Edmon- 
ton on Feb. 17th, with sleighs and 
reached St. Jchn on the snow and ice. 
They travelled by the river from 
Peace River Crossing to St. John. 
The river had then become unsafe, and 
they went ashore at St. Jehn and cach- 
ed their outfit. Packed a small quan- 
tity to the head of Rocky Mountain 
portage and built a boat there. Brought 
the main part of their supplies up from 
St. John to Hudson’s Hope by H. B. 
boat, and packed across the Rocky 
Mountain portage. Left their horses 
at Cust’s house at the bead of the port- 
age and started up the Peace about 
June Ist, five men tracking 7,000 
pounds in their boat. The water was 
high making the tracking very diffi- 
cult. At the Parle pas rapid they 
tracked up with full load. At the 
Findlay rapid they unloaded and_port- 
aged, tracking the empty boat up. 
Some other farties tracked up the 
Findlay rapid with ful! load. At Fort 
Graham the party divided. They found 
that they could not get through by 
boat, and that it was necessary to send 
back te Cust’s house for their horses. 
This would throw them too late to 
hope to reach Pelly river this fall. 
Schultz and Billings deeided to go out 
by way of the coast. Welch returned 
by Edmonton and Wark and Jobn- 


stone would continue on when they got | 


their horses. A party had gone up the 
Indianica which joins the Fndiay from 
the west, about 30 miles above Fort 
Graham and another party had gone up 
the Findlay to the main forks, as far 
as it can be navigated by boats. Neither 
party got satisfactory prospects, al- 
though there were indications of miner- 
al up the Indianica, about 60 miles from 
the mouth. 


Jack Graham (cayuse) was at Fort 
Graham laid up with scurvy, but in- 
tended to go on. Mr. Welch under- 
stood that he had goneto the Liard 
from ®t. John in the spring by 
way of the Nelson river aud had 
returned to Fort Graham, following up 
the course of Black river and down the 
Findlay. However, this may not be 
correet. The Hudson’s Bay Company 
carry a good stock of supplies at Gra- 
ham, but they were short of provisions 
and groceries. The Indians in the 
vicinity are Crees, Beavers and Sican- 
nies. Many of them had never before 
seen a horse. 

According to the mounted police 
map Fort Graham is about 70 miles 
up the Findlay in direct distance 
from its junction with the Parsnip, 20 
miles more to the mouth of the In- 
dianica ; 10 miles more to the canon of 
the Findlay; 35 miles mote to the 
main forks of the Findlay; 30 miles 
more to lakes at head of east branch of 
Findlay and 20 miles across divide to 
lakes at head of Black river. By this 
calculation the lead parties of pros- 
pectors must have been on the head 
waters of Black river in the latter end 
of July. 

There is very fine timber, both 
spruce and poplar, along the Findlay, 
and feed for horse, is much more plenti- 
ful than might be expected. The rain- 
fall is much heavier on the west side 
of the Rockies than on the east side.

Harvesting is on in this district and 
the yield in localities will be heavy 
and quality generally very good. Some 
very fine samples of wheat are being 
brought in. The haying sea- 
son has been a long and favorable one 
and as a result the farmers have put up 
a fine supply. A bonnie laddie 
was ushered into the Naismith home, 
Willow Bank, on 22nd inst. 

Well, Olds witnessed a crowd last 
Monday night when the first silver 
medal contest of the senior series 
occurred in Walker’s Hall. The Olds 
brass band conducted the open air con- 
cert until the crowd had gathered, after 
which the hall was literally packed 
full. Rev. W. R. Harvey, plebiscite

Shaw, of Innisfail, were the visitors, 
all of whom lent materially to the in- 
terest of the programme, especially Mr. 
Harvey's “chalk talk,” on revenue, 
which was given very close attention. 
He showed conclusively that Canada 
would be a gainer on prohibition, 
financially, and that if a private in- 
dividual were to conduct a seven mil- 
lion business with an out'ay of forty 
millions, he would at once be termed a 
fool of the largest type, which fact the 
listener saw. Six contestants compris- 
ed the class and selection No. 4, pro- 
hibition by F. B. Flint, recited by 
Adonirum Samis, won the medal, 
which was presented by Rev. Shaw. 
Rev. Langford and Mr. Bennett, both 
gave interesting addresses and the pro- 
gramme was just as

SENECA ROOT. 

Jas. McMillan & Co., of Minneapolis, 
write regarding seneca root: In regard 
to the production of seneca root in 
your section, would say that in former 
years we bought one or two large ship- 
ments from your place. Our Winni- 
peg agent says it is produced quite ex- 
tensively in your section. Previous to 
five years or so ago seneca frequently 
sold for from 30¢ to 40c and several 

| times during the past four or five years 
it has sold at 28c. Unless more seneca 
root is dug this season than seems 
likely the prices must advance. A 
good deal of seneca root is marketed at 
Prince Albert. Seneca root is quoted 
at 2le to 22c¢ a pound. 


BRANDS. 

Speaking on the brand law in the 
Northwest assembly J. H. Ross said 
that under the new law the department 
had re-allotted about 2,700 old brands, 
in 30 or 40 per cent. of which tangles 
had been straightened out. # Many 
brands had been found in use which 
were not legally owned. Between 
1,600 and 1,700 new brands had been 
allotted. If application were made 
j for a cattle brand to-day it could be 
iseued tomorrow. In a short time 
horse brands would be in the same 
position. In some cases fees had been 
paid under the old system and brands 
had not been recorded. The govern- 
ment had assumed the burden of 
straightening out these cases.

A NEW STRIKE. 


The British Columbia papers report a 
find on the waters of the MacKenzie, no 
doubt at the sources of a branch of Peel 
river, 100 miles east of Dawson. The Vic- 
toria Times says : 


“Mr. Barkett says that a few days before 
h2 left Dawson, on August 3rd, a party of 
nine prespectors set out on horseback in the 
hope of reaching the reported find. Pros- 
pectors have for some time been ranging 
through the country in the neighborhood of 
Grapite mountain looking for gold, but 
none were tuccessful in finding anything 
that would warrant working. They were 
about to give up their search when a pros- 
pector was brought in to the Dawson hos- 
pital with a big sack of geld dust which he 
said he got heyond the Granite mountains. 
The sick miner had left Dawson in the early 
spring, and in returning had taken sick and 
lost his way, reaching Circle City instead of 
Dawson. He was brought up the river to 
the hospital at Dawson for treatment and 
there told of his find. The sick man ‘how- 
ever, refuses to give any information as to 
the whereabouts of his discovery, notwith- 
standing that a crowd of prospectors are 
continually around his bedside clamoring 
for intelligence. The nine who left on 
August 3rd, were uninformed, and they 
have no directions to guide them.

SLAVE LAKE TRAIL. 


The Northwest government road cutting 
party have arri from Slave lake. a 
were 32 days coming in, but spent a 
deal of the time in improving the road. 
The party included D, McMullen, foreman ; 
J. Blackstock, J. Tomlinson, Martin Dick, 
J. Grant, Geo. Lockey, C. P. Parker, J. 
Peletier, J. Lafrancois, EK. A. Hamm, of 
Biddeford, Maine, and L. Heslip. They 
found the country very much dryer on the 
way back than when going out, almost a!l 
the swamps being completely diy. Of 
course the road is very rough from stumps, 
which although cut low make rough wheel- 
ing. They consider that a good team can 
re a ton through without doubling pro- 
vided the hills are not wet. .t will be a first 
class winter road. 

They met a number of td gy out. 

rty having twenty-four pac orses 
ot gu Baes diem. Macdonald and Sykes 
with their families were met this side of the 
Athabasca with two wagons, a cart and 
some loose stock. They are going to Slave 
lake te settle and were travelling well. A 
large party from Montana was met at Lake 
Burland, beyond Riviere Qui Barre, Other 

smaller parties were met. 

Hay in preparation for winter traffic on 
the road is being put up at the Pembina by 
several parties, at Twin Creeks, 20 miles 
this side of the Athabasca, by Baptiste 
Larondele ; at the Athabasca by Greer and 
Livingstone and others ; at Salteaux river 
by J. Foley ; at Swan river by Dykeman 
Bros., and possibly others. At Slave lake 
large quantities of hay are being put up. 

Speaking of the danger of horses getting 
poisoned in the Swan hills, they say the 
only danger is in the spring, when green 
grass is scarce and horses will snatch 
greedly at anything grecn. Then there isa 
danger of their pulling up the poisonous 
plant and eating the root. 

The party brought through with thema 
yoke of oxen hitched to a cart and one or 
two ponies. They found some very large 
timber on this side of the Swan mountains, 
one spruce stump measuring three and a 
half feet through. They brought a sample 
of cottonwood bark over two inches thick. 
The trail passes over some excellent land as 
well as through good timber. A good deal 
of the timber, however, is small and much 
of the land worthless for farming. At 
Slave lake there were excellent gardcns and 
also at Lac la Nonne. 


HARVEST. 


Harvesting operations have been 
going on briskly during the past two 
weeks. There have been no celays 
from rain, although there were some 
foggy mornings. The weather turned 
cool on Sunday, but up to last night 
no frost had occurred. Most of the 
wheat and a good share of the oats is 
now cut.
